The restrictions by the British Goverment on 


alI Amencan vessels, and the shipping of goods 
from England to America m British bottoms, 
must eventually operate to the destruction ot 
ship building among ourselves, and render our 
vessels of little value m prosecuting voyages to 
any part of the British dominions; if not entirely 
destroy our canying trade, an object so essential- 
ly impoitant to America. 


We have reason to apprehend, from what has 


hitherto taken place,that not only oui ship build- 
ing will be ruined, but every article of rigging, 
sails, blocks, also cordage, ready fitted by the 
ngger,together with all the vaneiy of ship chand- 
lery, will soon be imported by British merchant 
or factors, or biought in vessels freighted as 
Enghih bottoms. The consequences must be 
the entire ruin of our ship builders, blacksmiths, 
riggers, blockmakers, ropemakers, sailmakers, 
with every other branch of business connected 
with the equipment of vessels 


We need not mention other branches of trade 


and manufacture, more immediately affected by 
foreign importation. They are too keenly felt to 
need repilition, being sensible that every imple- 
ment throughout the whole system of mechan- 
ism will be ere long (without speedy assistance) 
wrested from the handsofthe industrious Amer- 
ican. These things are not surmises, they are 
truths winch cannot be controverted. 
They 


theiefore require our joining in a petition to the 
next General Court, praying that such duties 
may be laid on foreign importations of all aiti- 
cles, usually manufactured here, as will prevent 
their being biought among us, to the injury of 
such individuals who are now in those branches. 
As the time is now approaching for the choice of 
persons to represent us the ensuing year, on 
whom we greatly rely for the success of our pe- 
tition,it is hoped the tradesmen and manul'actur- 
eis will exert their whole influence to make 
choice of those men who are avowedly friends 
to the manufacturers of this country. Your own 
judgment will dictate to you such persons,whose 
connections, whose steadiness, and whose patri- 
otism, will bear the test of scrutiny.
